Theirs 15 the newest and least
experienced of the unions, TUntil the war
the maintenance men wore nor organizmd
at all. They have, therefore, none of the
experience with the technique of unfonism

It is characteristic of the maintenance
men that ther walked out in their first big
strike against the orders of their leaders,
Of the 25,000 men who quit vesterdar n
wvery large percentage nro foreign born, who
draw nabour the lowest wages paid to any
clasms of rallroad workers. A strike surh as
theirs would not be tolerated by Inbor nr-
ganizations of experience, It is the more
dangerous because it has the aspect of u
stampede.

These newest strikers are track anid
bridge repnirers for the most part.  Like the
shopmen, with whom they maintaly the

elosest sympathy, they will not be (mme-
diately missed. But their continued ah-
sence would tend slowly to curmail the
eperation of trains of all sorts on affected
ronds. Like volling equipment, railrond
roadbeds and bridges, as well na switehes,
tracks and signals, need constant supervi-
slon and endless repair.

DEBS IS UNCHANGED

UGENE V. DEBS has issued the kinid

of an Inflammatory appeal to the strik-
ere that was expected from him, If Le spoke
‘ot all. He urges them *‘to stand together,
to strike together, to vote together and to
fight all along the line.'" He savs thar 1hey
stood together behind Wall Street during
the war, nnd that now Wall Street and the
plutocratic  Government are  “‘lined  up
against you in battle array and ready to
shoot you down like dogs.”* Tlo urges the
men to combine thelr craft unions into one
great union and to eut loose from “'the rat-
ten political parties,”” and, by implication,
to become Sorlulists.

The statement is an ineltement to vinlent
resistance to the authority of the (overn-
ment exercised for the preservation of opler.

It comea from the man who was ron-
victed of the charge of Ineiting mutiny and
insubordination in the army und of appos-
ing the recruiting of the army. He was
sentenced to Imprisonment for ten vours,
but bis sentence wos commuted Jyst Dicep -
ber on the ground that he had served long
enough to wvindleate the nuthority of the
Government. It wus especinlly pointed out
by Attorney General Daughierty thar he wix
not pardoned and that the commutation of
the sentence was an executive act of gruoee.

Yet Debs, who opposed the use of foree
tn fighting the enemies of the Nution, 1«
urging the use of force in vesisting the
efforts of the Natlonnl Government to main-
tain order o prevent an interruption in in-
duatries essential to the Iife of the peaples.

over the drivewnys {n Falrmount Park.

Little has been said about it becnuse It 1s
part of the routine work of the City Gor-
ornment.  But it is work which is of the
first importance, It is an sdvertisement of
the etficiency of the Adninistration exposed
to the view of every one,

The siiccess of the clty manngement of
street eleaning and of the eollpetion of ushes
and  rubbish  {a  equally manifest.  The
streets are clenn nnd the rubbish wagons
are g0 mannged that thex do not sealter
litter as they move to the dumps.

Every householder ean sit on his front
stepy and see the benetits which have necrued
from the municipal eperation of the street-
clenning  plant,  And  every  householder
along the repaved strects has before his
eves the evidente that le is getting some-
thing for the money that he pavs in tnxes,
Instead of ruts and pudilles amd splushing
water when vehieles pass by, he seces a
smooth roadway as easy to wilk upon ag a
sidewnll, und much less noisy than the
pavements which have been dtspluced,

HANDS ACROSS THE SEA

They Reach Out to Hit Us a Wallop.
Jabs at Our Merchant Marine.
Some Britishers Hate to See
Us Forge Ahead

By GEORGE NOX McCAIN
IRECTOR GEORGE ¥. BPROULE, of
the Department of Wharves, Docks and
Ferries, ia one of the most ardent advocates
of maintaining an American merchant
marine,

He sends me two very interesting extracts
from the Liverpool Journal of Commerce
that reflect our British cousins’ opinion of
our commerce fleets,

It is doubtful whether these journalistic
iben were, inspired by the fact that the

‘nited. States has more ships on the seven
seas todny than ever befors in lier listory,
or whether it ix genteel antagonism to our
proposed ship subsidy.

Home excerpts from the Journal's articles
nre worth reading, They throw light upon
the attitude the ftrlti.-h shipping world as-
sumes toward Amerlcan commerce carriers,

NDER the ﬁtlii;;; title *‘Ambarsadors
and Hritish Ships'' appears the follow-

ing:

q'Foru- enthusinstic United Btates citl-
zens who had just completed a voyage
neross the Atlantle in the Lone Star State
on her malden run nddressed a patriotic
message to President Harding in which they
‘enrnestly protest agaiust the salling of the
United States Ambassadors to Berlin and
Brussels on a forelgn vessel,

** “When the Government is spending huge
sums In the laudable cfort to build up the
United States mervehant marine, all Gov-
ernment officinls shioulil set the example of
traveling under the United States flag.'

“They refer, of course, to the passage
which these twn gentlemen made to their
posts in the White Star Olymple.

""Now there is no objeetion to these patri-
otle gentlemen deseribing the Lone Star
State a8 a superb American stenmship if
they desire to do so, but it would be better
it they maintained a sense of just proportion
and described hep ns what ghe is, one of the
finest intermediute liners afloat.

“PIUT to get down to brass tacks, to com-

pare a vessel of 14,187 tons with a
sea rpeed of goventecn nnd a half knots with
a ship of 40,429 tons eapable of malntaining
twenty-three knots beteays a lack of the
most elementary arithmetic,

*When the Stars nnd Stripes floats over
ships the sfze of the Olymple it will be time
enough to send cables of that deseription.
At the moment ft is sufficlent to note that
the earrtnge of United Stontes eitizens along
the world's principnl teade route was not
considered of sufficlent importance to keop
the George Wushington on the Atlantie
ferry swhen a profitnble charter was offered
her to go yachting in the Mediterranean. '’
R.\THIZH more interesting is the other

article from the Liverpool newspaper.

It dexeribes nn unfortunute episode of
nearly three-quarters of a eentury ago and
which, doulitless, if our English friends had
their wish, would he repeated in the break-
Ing down of our new merchant marine
thirough the failuve of the Ship-Subsidy Rill,

This Iueubration, slightly nbrlllgucf, fol-

lows :
o 1850 the Congress and people of the
United States wore passing  through  the
same anxiety to Goprove the United Stutes
mercantile marine as they are today, and
the most notieenble result wns the founding
of the Colliny Line to run from New York
to Liverpool with a beavy subsidy,

“The concern hind  already  existed for
vears  with  well-known  eailing  packets,
which lad been very satisfactory, hut big
wonden paddle steaners were n rather dif-
ferent proposition, and even n subgidy of
wore than four thousand pounds per voyage
wias not sutlicient to put the balanee on the
right siile,

“May 10, 3850, was the date of the first
arvival under this Hag, when the Atlantie
areived at 1 cerpnol and atteacted o tre-
miendous amount of attention,

“The Mersey hml been well primed up
with interest in these vessels long before
they wrrived, for there was no room for
thiem in anv of the docks of the port, und
ane hidd 1o be specially construeted for their
neeotmimodat ion,

“The pupers of the time were full of de-
seriptions of the Atlantie nnd the Cunarder,
Asin, that appeared at the same time; but {1t
ix mificient to note the details of hor voyuge,
s they were only the heginning of the long
serles of dtems of minor ill-luek  which
tinally wrecked the company.

€ (0 SOONER had the Atlantie left Now

York than she had eonsiderable trouhle
with drift fee, which domaged the floats of
ber paddles.

“Inomid-Atlantle one of her condensers
gnve out altogether, and after 0 very un-
eomfurtable two days Iying hove to attempt-
ing to put things right, she proceeded on her
voynge on the other and accordingly made
very. poor speed, indeed.

“However, slie arrived in Liverpaol even-
tually, und for =ome time afterward she and
her consort carvied n lurge number of Pas-
wengers eastbound, although they were not
nearly so popular going liome to America,

promising the subsidy,”

A Sample of Congestion

“The eongestion from whieh the publie
course suffers mny be shown by the fuet that
on Decoration Day there were €20 bags put
down there and about 200 other persons took
one look nt the erowd ahead of them and
went home without putting down thelr bags.
At 2 o'clock in the nfternoon on that day
there were 300 bags down on three sides®of
the first tee, which means that that num-
Lep of persons were walting to start play.

cOnly about fifty persons cun start play
every hour, nnd At this rate it would mean
thut some of them wonld not get off until
0 o'elock at night if they walted theie turn,
a= nll must do. It i8 no wondor that a lot
of then went home without unpackiug their
elubs,
1"\\'ﬂ linve been able to do n little to re-
leove the congestion at the fourth tee, but
thi= dues not amount to much. I got up a
petitlan which wuas slgned by more than
ninety golfers in less thun two hours asking
Chinf Corson, of the Park Comuiission, to
devise ®ome Means ﬂf I'I.'lll‘\'l.l:lg thie CONnEen=
tlon at this tes, which he did by making
u euling that ployers might cut out the
fourth and fifth tees and go diveetly from
the third to the sixth. This has completely
relieved the vongestion at this polnt, but it
has not given much relief to those who want
to sturt play.

Popularity of Golf

“There has perhaps never been a game
in the history of sport which has shown
such u gain In popularity us golf. I have
been playing for about twenty-five yonps,
and in the last twenty of these yeurs it is
certninly no exnggeratlon to say that the
number of players hus Inereused one hun-
dred fold, Where there was one pluyer 1hey
there are certuinly 100 now, Many of thexe
are entirely  dependent upon  the  publie
course for thelr pluy beeause of the Ligh
vost of pluylug over private courses, and o

‘“There are now 4408 golfers In Philadel-
phin who have licenses to use the Cobbs
Creek course, and it 1s apparent at n glance
thut the course simply cannot take care of
onything like this number of players, Tuking
the very lurge average of 500 members to a
club, here are sufficlent players to cquip
nine country eclubs and have their links
overworked at that; and as the present
situatlon stands, they must all be crowded
into a slngle course, These ligures speak
for themselves,

The Persons Who Play

“The persons who uwxe the one publie
course whieh the eity bonsts ure the finest
kind of young American boys and girls, They
ure clegn-cut young people who come out
and are willlng to stand around and wait
four, five, six and even more hours to play
a few holes of golf. There {8 never any had
langunge or disorder of any kind on the
course, and it is In the interest of these
fine young citizens that T am working. It
is n shame that they will have to wnit at
least another year hefore the congestion
which does xo much to stop thelr wholesome
pleasure shall be relieved,

“I'hiz congestion is so great that it is
utterly impossible for us to hold any regu-
lar elub tournaments, which 1s and should
be one of the chief features of belonging to
u goll elub, Golf has lost entirely the repu-
tution which it once liad for being a gnme
for old men and millionairen excluslvely ; it
Is now a game for the great American publie,
and a vast proportion of thar publie {8 now
uctively interested in it

“The sum of which T have spoken would
provide two elghteen-hole courses, which
would take earve of the players in the southe-
ern und the northenstern purts of the ofty,
That they are badly needed fs evident from
the munner in which our course is over-
crowded every ¢lenr Suturday, Sunday gnid
holiday 3 that they will come pome tin\' in
shown by the course pursund by other "rpgt
citles in providing for their pluyers by nddi-
tlonul eourses as the need for them hecomes
appurent, 1f we ure going to have them in
the end, why not have them at once, when
